Woman Who Has Had Her

Mrs. Kate Corbit walked into the City 
Hospital at 7 o'clock Saturday morning. 
On her arm she carried a chip basket. In- 
side the basket was a baby boy that was 
born to her two hours before. 7 

The child was dead, but the mother did 
not know it until she was hurried into a 
ward and one of the nurses investigated. 

Mrs. Corbit is a widow. She is 28 years 
old and has wonderful physical strength and 
endurance. She is as brave and courageous 
as she is strong. 

Three years ago she married Will Corbit. 
He was in the stock business, caring for 
stock in transit from St. Louis to Chicago. 
Last June her husband was seized with a 
sudden iilness while in Chicago, which 
proved fatal. He left barely enough to bury 
him, and the young widow was thrown on 
her own resources. 

She gave up her little home in North St. 
Louis and went to work as a servant for 

Mrs. McFarlane, a widow living in Baden. 

Some months ago she realized that she 

‘was to become a mother. She continued her 
work and was unable to employ a physician. 
She did not think her confinement was so 
near at hand and Friday she did a big 
washing. She worked all day and when 
night came, tired out, she went to bed. 
_ At 6 o'clock Saturday her baby was born, 
There was no physician in attendance and 
there was nobody to go for one. Mrs. Mc- 
Farland wrapped the babe in flannels and 
placed it in a chip basket. 

Mrs. Corbit took a Broadway cable: car, 
and carrying her new-born babe in the 
basket, she set out for the City Hospital. 

‘Bhe left the car at Broadway and Chestnut 
street and walked to the City Hospital. 

‘When told that her baby was dead Mrs. 


f oer Corbit cried piteously.

Mrs. Corbit was seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, and she talked freely. She viewed

what for its death, but says she was pow- 
erless to avert it, and did the best she 
knew.

There is no longer cause for Mayor Wal- 
bridge to fear the loss of his salarv for 
time,spent away from St. Louis on private 
business. 

Judge Klein of the Circuit Court decided 
Saturday that until his non-performance 
of his duties becomes so gross that steps 
may be taken for his removal from office, 
he can draw his salary while at the North 
Pole if he sees fit. 

In 1895 and 189% Mayor Walbridge spent 
considerable time traveling for pleasure, 
and on personal business. During his ab- 
sence his duties were performed by Presi- 


dent Nagel of the City Council, when:that 
ntleman was in St. Louis, and by the 
eaker of the House of Delegates when 

T. Nagel was away. 

On such occasions the Acting Mayor drew 
a salary from the city equivalent to the 
Mayor’s, the city paying the Mayor's sal- 
ary as well. 

hese absences of Mayor Walbridge were 
due chiefly his efforts to secure the Re- 
publican gubernatorial nomination. After 
the double salary had amounted to $1,060 
Herman A. Haeussler and other members 
of the Taxpayers’ League filed a suit to 
en Mayor Walbridge from collecting his 
salary for the time he was absent, and 
City Treasurer Scudder from paying it to 
i 


m. 

The petition set out that inasmuch as the 
President cf the City Council, or the Speak- 
er of the House of Delegates, performed 
the Mayor’s duties and received the May- 
or’s compensation, the Mayor was not en- 
titled to collect for the time he was ab- 
sent. . 

Mayor Walbridge filed a demurrer, con- 
ténding that the petition did not set t 
mee nage facts to constitute a cause 
action. 

Judge Klein, in sustaining the demurrer, 
put an end to the attempt to protect the 
city. The court’s opinion on the case is 
about as follows: 

“The salary of the Mayor is fixed by city 
ordinance at $5,000 per year, pay. mon 
ly. .The plaintiffs contend that under the 
present. system a double burden is imposed 
upon tapaxyers. This conclusion is not just, 
when the City Charter is considered as a 
whole. The Mayor is intrusted with great 
powers and charged with very great re- 
sponsibilities. Under the Charter, he is to 
receive $5,000 per annum. ‘Phe performance 
of his duties must be left to his own sense 
of justice until the non-performance thereof 
becomes so gross that steps may be taken 
for his removal. ° 

“A public officer is not entitled to com- 
pensation by virtue of a contract, express 
or implied. The compensation exists, when 
at all, as a creation of law and as an inci- 
dent to the office. The officer ig entitled 
to receive the salary fixed, from the time 
he enters upon the duties of his office until 
the expiration of his term of office, and hiz 
right to the salary does not rest upon uny 
contract, but upon the law. 

“The object of the charter ,fovision upon 
which the plaintiffs rest their action was to 
compensate other officers for work not 
within their ordinary duties of office. There 
is nothing to show that. the Mayor is not 
to draw his salary the same as if he himself 
performed all the duties of the office. 

“His salary being incidental to his office,

The decision has caused some surprise 
and comment as the case has been watched 
with considerable interest.

NOW SORRY SHE HAD ARRESTED 
THE MAN WHO ROBBED HER. 


SAYS THE-POLICE FOOLED HER. 


Too Much Notoriety for the Rich Lady 
Who Went to Tony Faust’s 
After Oysters. 


The “Widow Jones” swore out a warrant 
Friday against Wm. McCornish, whom the 
police charge with having sandbagged her 
at Ninth street and Washington avenue 
Wednesday night. 

Now she is sorry she did not have the 
man released. 

The “Widow Jones” is in reality Mrs. Kate 
Beatty Of 2348 Thomas street. 
the house she lives in, as well as the two 
houses directly east, which cost her $18,- 
000 to build. | 

To secure the punishment of the high- 
wayman Mrs. Beatty was compelled to re- 


veal her true name and address. She seys 
she swore to the warrant reluctantly, and 
under promise from the authorities that 
her identity would not be revealed. When 
she was surprised by a visit Saturday 
morning from a Post-Dispatch reporter, she 
declared she would refuse to prosecute, 

Mrs, Beatty’s indignation at having her 
identity revealed is explained by the fact 
that she was returning from Tony Faust’s 
when she was robbed, and when taken to 
the City Hospital the physicians decided 
that she was suffering considerably from 
alcoholism. What the doctors said had 
faded trom Mrs, Beatty’s memory Satur- 
day morning, : 

I was fooled into swearing out that war.- 
rant,’ said Mrs. Beatty. “A detective came 
out here yesterday and induced me to go to 
the Four Courts. I didn’t know what I 
was going for, but they told me there that 
the best thing I could do would be to swear 
out a warrant and prove that I had been 
robbed. Mr. Johnson told me my name. 
would not be revealed. I paid out my own 
money to get the warrant. 

But I'll not prosecute the man now. It 
was a colored man who robbed me, and this 
is a white man. I could not identify him 
anyhow, because he came up behind and hit 
me in the head with a sandbag and I 
didn t know anything more. 

I know it was a colored man, though, 
because as I was faliing I saw a colored 
man snatch my bucket of oysters from Th 
front. You see, I had been to Tony Faust's 
for supper and ‘was bringing home a bucket 
of oysters to fry for my breakfast. 

It’s not true that I was at Faust’s with 
friends ara was drunk. I don’t know how 
this man they've got arrested got hold of 
my pocketbook. That will be strong evi- 
dence against him, won’t it? But it only 
contained $7.85. And then he’s confessed, 
Fey Sas ne Be mat the man.’

“IT am overcome by all this notoriety,” 
she resumed. “I am well known in 
Louis. I've lived here thirty years. I'm a 
Southern woman and I can’t stand this. 
My father and brother are prominent in 
politics in Tennessee. They live near Nash- 
ville. No, won't tell you my maiden 
name. My husband was a traveling sales- 
man here. He's heen dead twenty years. 
own this corner and 


I have everything I want. I am no thief. I 
don’t see why I must be persecuted.”’- 

Mrs:.. Beatty was not attired Saturday in 
the garb of a wealthy woman. Her dress was 
hardly neat. She has gray hair and-a 
plaintive voice. Later in the morning she 
appeared at the Four Courts in an indignant 
frame of mind and let the officials wnder- 
stand that she was displeased. 


Mrs. Beatty figured in q sensational ep!- 
sode three years ago. She then lived at 
4111 Olive street in good style. She was 
addicted to alcohol then, the same as now. 

One night she surrounded herself with a 
party of convivial spirits, male and female, 
and played poker until daylight. When the 
party broke up one of her “ladies” was so 
much intoxicated that she took Mrs. 
Beatty’s purse by mistake and started for 
the South Side,Race Track. She fell by the} 
wayside and was taken in by the police. 
She would not talk and was identified as | 
Mrs. Beatty by the cards in her pocket.

The advocates of a real merit system, 
opposed to life tenure, do not consider 
the “party worker” in any other way 
than as a citizen entitled to enter the 
competition for place. They insist upon 
fixity of tenure as opposed to permanence 
of tenure. In other words, the appointive 
officer shall, like the elective one, hold 
for a designated term. At the end of 
that term he may go before the Examin- 
ing Board and compete with others seek- 
ing position. But he shall not, after being 
once qualified and appointed, set up a 
monopoly of his place.’ 

Another objection to life tenure is more 
vital even than the one of monopoly. 
It is that the monopoly is one of special 
privileges and unusual emoluments. Men 
in public office get more pay for less work 
than men of equal or greater capacity in 
private employment. Officeholders are a 
favored class, only tolerable as such be- 
cause the people realize their power to 
terminate their holdings. So long as com- 
petition is open and free the heavy bur- 
den of the official salary list can be pa- 
tiently borne. But a free people will 
never consent to permanently support 
a permanent official aristocracy, no mat- 
ter how Mr. Schurz and the other mug- 
wumps distort the evidence and befog the 
question,

A greater campaign is 
now in progress than we have ever seen 
in politics between elections. The whole 
force of,.the money power is béing di- 
rected against the continued ‘fusion of 
monetary reform elements. It is seen in 
State Legislatures dominated by Repub- 
licans. It is seen, More markedly, in the 
proposition to delay the electoral count on 
the protest of South Carolina: Republic- 
ans, preliminary to the menace of another 
Force bill to force Southern Democrats 
back into the old alliance with the North- 
east. Not less significant is the trend 
of events in the|silver camp to make such 
alliances more binding, as evidenced in 
the Legislatures of Idaho, Washington 
and Utah.

For the 
purpose of securing the necessary funds 
to conduct the State government, Gov. 
Altgeld convened the Assembly in extra 
session... There can be no doubt that the 
Assembly, at that session, would have met 
this imperative public duty but for the 
influence of Mr. Tanner, then Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee. This 
influence was openly exercised. Mr. Tan- 
ner appeared on the floor of the House, 
after that body had been organized by 
those favorable to doing the work in 
hand, and aroused a party spirit in the 
majority which made the levy impossible, 
It was said at the time that the new in- 
heritance tax would yield the necessary 
revenue, but we cannot assume that any 
man was deceived by that specious pre- 
tense. 

This is history which it should not be 
necessary to recall so soon after it was 
made.

Treaties With Great Britain.

To make assurance doubly sure, and to 
avoid all future controversy, the United 
States should at once declare the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty abrogated. The most direct 
‘way of doing this would, of course, be by 
act of Congress—a power which Congress 
has hitherto exercised, and which is not 
disputed by any American publicist. A lese 
abrupt method would be by the addition of 
an article to the pending treaty. Or the fol- 
lowing words might be added to Article 4: 

“And further provided that this article 
shall not apply to any supposed rights under 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850, which 
treaty is hereby declared to be abrogated.” 

The more this treaty is considered in con- 
nection with the Nicaraugua Canal question 
the more obvious it becomes that the real 
object of the proposed arbitration treaty is 
to prevent American control of the Ameri- 
can Isthmus. The United States did not 
shrink from declaring its rights against 
Great Britain in 1812, and those rights were 
maintained in a successful war with that 
country. It would be pusillanimous if the 
present Government should be less patriotic 
or self-reliant. The Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
should be abrogated, ;

MAY BE DELAYED. 


THE HITCH COMES FROM SOUTH 


CAROLINA. 


REPUBLICANS WILL PROTEST. 


Scheme to Revise the Election Laws or 
Cut Down Southern Rep- 
resentation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—President- 
elect McKinley’s right to his seat may not 
be officially declared next week. Complica- 
tions have arisen which may furnish a 
dramatic interruption to the counting of the 
electoral votes next Wednesday. 

Representative George Washington Mur- 
ray, the only colored member of the House, 
who represents the Charleston District, will 
be the chief actor in the dramatic episode. 
He has just returnéd from South Carolina, 
where he was in consultation with the lead- 


ing Republicans of the Palmetto State, 

He is armed with a petition, signed by 
thousands of Republicans of that State, 
protesting against the counting of the elec- 
toral vote and asking for an investigation 
of the electoral laws and the State constitu- 
tion. The claim is made that the election 
laws and the State constitution, upon which 
they are based, are not in accord with the 
Federal Constitution. 

While the dispute over the vote of South 
Carolina cannot in any way affect the final 
result, the best authorities agree that the 
petition cannot be ignored: and the investi- 
gation of the precedents shows that when 
such a protest is entered the count must 
immediately stop until the question is set- 
t 


led. 

Whatever the immediate result of this at- 
tempt to discredit South Carolina’s vote 
may be, there is mo doubt that the pro- 
gramme which is to be thus dramatically 
inaugurated is a part of a far-reaching 
scheme on the part of several Southern 
Republicans to overthrow the registration 
and election laws in various Southern States 
where the negro predominates, but his vote 
is not a factor—the purpose being to secure 
either the Republican domination in these 
Southern States or reduce the Democratic 
representation in Congress.

Project to Authorize the Street Car 
Companies to Sell Electricity 
Said to Be Unpracticable. 


Delegate D. J. Sullivan of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward ‘has in contemplation a bill 
authorizing street railways operated by 
electricity to furnish light, heat and power 
to patrons along their right of way. 

If the bill becomes a law. and the project 
were feasible it would revolutionize the 
local electric industry. To compete with the 
street-caz companies the electric compa- 
nies now in the fiéld would) have to cut 
prices to a minimum, It was to bring this 
about that Mr. Sullivan conceived his meas- 
ure, 

Mr. Sullivan says he has not discussed 
the project with the railroad people. If he 
had he might not be so sanguine of its suc- 
cess. | “Re Se 

Street railway men seen Saturday do not 
appear anxious hae break into the electric 


lighting field, oy 4 git fey 2 pave their 
hands full US ae after their road 

The President of one of the laawe railwav 
systems who did pot wish to be quoted over 
name went into the matter fully to explain 
his attitude towards the measure. 

“IT don’t suppose,”’ he said, ‘‘that Mr. Sul- 
livan got his idea from a railroad man, and 
I am sure he did not get it from any one 
conected with the electrical companies. 
There is no harm in the bill, but it will be 
of little practica] benefit to consumers of 
electric power. The street railways will 
hardly profit by it. 

“Tt takes all our time and attention to 
run our system. We haveri’t the time or the 
facilities to go into the electric lighting 
business. From a practical standpoint we 
are not in a position to do so. To give 
eatisfactory service we would have to es- 
tablish prgnse separate from. those we are 
now utilizing for our roads. We eould not 
do this at a m pross in opposition to existing 
companies with their present equipment. 

“The reasons why we cannot use our pre- 
gent plants are many. At times all of our 
ears will be running with power off and 
under the brakes. Then we have electricity 
to spare. A minute later forty cars may 
be starting from as many: corners simul- 
taneously. This makes an immense draught 
on our machines. If the strain is not re- 
lieved by our reserve force it will burn out 
This occurs at intervals 
during the day. If we had to supply out- 
side power off our circuit. the biggest 
draught would come at dusk Eb. when our 
traffic is greatest. The strain would be 
too much for any local street railroad vlant. 

“Resides this ever-recurring draught on 
our power would make our service variable. 
Consumers of gas complain now about the 
poor service they are getting. Our service 
would be worse because the light would te 
brilliant One minute and dull the next. 

very one knows how trying street car 


our armatures. 


ights are. I shouldn’t think they would 
“want that kind of illumination in their 
homes.” 

“But people steal electricity fro your 
ground wires and use it for lighting homes 


and running machines?’

WAS WM. REEDY 
EVER MARRIED? 


ECCLESIASTICAL COURT TO DE- 
CIDE AN INTERESTING POINT. 


HE HAS BEEN DIVORCED. 


Wants the First Union Declared Null 
to Marry Miss Bauduy Accord- 
ing to Catholic Rites. 


A case of unusual interest in Catholic 
circles has been submitted to the recently 
organized matrimonial court of the arch- 
diocese of St. Louis. Upon the finding of 
this court will rest the future happiness of 
William Marion Reedy, the editor of the 
Mirror, for he has asked the court to de- 
cide whether, in the eyes of the church, he 
is free to marry M’‘ss Lalite Bauduy, the 
daughter of Dr. Jefome K. Bauduy. 


This will be the first case passed upon by 
the court, and contains some interesting 
points. It will decide whether Mr. Reedy 
was, according to the church laws, magried 
to the woman who recently secured a di- 
vorce from him in the Circuit Court. If he 
was, then the sanction of the church can- 
not be obtained for the preposed wed- 

ng. 

According to the marriage’ laws of the 
Catholic Church, there are a number of 
what are termed “annulling impediments” 
to marriage. Nearly all of these can be re- 
moved by special dispensation, and then 
the wedding, in the eyes of the church, will 
ptand. Otherwise, the marriage does not 
exist. 

Another law of the church is that death 
alone constitutes divorce. Divorce granted 
by a civil court is not recognized. The fact 
that one has been divorced is considered an 
“annulling impediment,’’ until death comes 
to the rescue. The only trouble with this 
impediment, according to Archbishop Kain, 
7 that it cannot be removed by dispensa- 

on. 

Archbishop Kain stated Saturday that if 
one was married according to the church, 
that wedding must stand “until death do 
them part.”’ By marriage it is meant that 
in the beginning there was no “annulling 
impediment,” or, if one eixsted, it was re- 
moved by dispensation. If there was an 
impediment of this kind, and it was not 
removed, then there was no marriage, no 
matter -how mhany ceremonies were per- 
formed, 

That someone might have authority to 
decide these matters, the matrimonial rt 
was created last fall. Its members are Rt. 


Rev. Mer. Muehlsiepen, Vicar-General, 
Judge; Rey. J. J. Tonnrath, Clerk, and 
Rev. D. J. Lavery, attorney for the diocese. 


It is to this court that Mr. Reedy’s case 
will go, Unless he can show that an “an- 
nulling impediment’’ prevented marriage 
to the former Mrs. Reedy, then he is not 
free to marry again. 

Upon what grounds Mr. Reedy expects to 
show the existence of an “annulling im- 
pediment’”’ fs not known. Mr. Reedy admits 
that a statement of the case has been sub- 
mitted to the court, but refuses to discuss 
the matter. He will not tell what the “an- 
nulling impediment” was. 

A local paper printed a story that Mr. 
Reedy would claim he was living with his 
wife under the common law. Mr. Reedy 
£ays no such statement was ever made by 
him. He was lawfully married. This is 
amply borne out by the fact that Mrs. 
Reedy secured a divorce. The Supreme 
Court has decided that the common law 
does not constitute marriage, though the 
woman receives a widow's dower in case 
she survives her common law husband. 
Therefore there is no divorce. 

Mr. Reedy admits that he has asked for 
dispensation. If his first marriage was ac- 
cording to the laws of the church, the dis- 
penentigy cannot be granted, says the Arch- 
shop. If it was not, according to the same 
authority, then dispensation is not spoons ta 
unless there is some ‘“annulling di- 
ment” to the new union, the former a ding 
not being considered as such. 
In view of these facts Mr. Reedy’s friends 
are wondering why he appealed to the mat- 
rimonial court. His canonical] attorney is 
Rev. D. 8. Phelan

GRAIN GAMBLING. 


JUDGE KLEIN HOLDS SUCH CON- 
TRACTS ILLEGAL. 


SUSTAINED B. C. EDMUNDS. 


Preponderance of Evidence Sufficient 
to Establish the Fact That 
Gambling Was Intended. 


It is held by Judge Klein of the Circuit 
Court that contracts for the purchase or 
sale of grain with no actual delivery con- 
templated, cannot be enforced. 

His decision was rendered Saturday in 
the case of Gaylord, Blessing & Co. against 
B. C. Edmunds, and was based upon the 
statute providing a penalty for gambling in 
grain. 

A more important point passed on by 
Judge Klein was that in the defense to 
such a contract on the ground that it was 
a gambling transaction, it is not necessary 
to prove that fact beyond a reasonable 
doubt, preponderance of evidence being ac- 


cepted, although the statutes make gam- 
bling in grain a crime. 

This is the first time the question has been 
definitely passed upon. aylord, apne | 
& Co. sued Edmunds for $168 losses an 
comminggions on a transaction by which they 
were the purchasers of 6, bushels of 
wheat for future delivery, and to sel! an 
equal amount for more remote future de- 
livery. 

As a defense, Edmunds stood solely on 
the contention that the contract was a 
gambling transaction and that the brokers 
knew it to be such. 

Judge Klein's written opinion, in giving 
enenent for Edmunds, was about as fol- 
OWS: 

The testimony for the plaintiff showed 
that on May 27, 1895, the defendant gave 
the plaintiffs an order to purchase in Chi- 
eago 5,000 bushels of wheat, deliverable in 
July, and to sell 5,000 bushels deliverable in 
September. The plaintiffs were merely 
brokers and were to receive one-eighth of 
i per cent commission on the transaction. 
They had no showieoge that it was a mere 
speculation on the defendant's part: 

They required a margin of $250 off every 
5,000 bushels and défendant agreed to send 
them a check for that amount. He failed 
to do so, The contract was held open until 
June 20, the plaintiffs meanwhile demand- 
ing payment from the defendant. On that 
date, without further notice, they closed 
both transactions at a loss of $168, including 
commissions. 

The evidence for the defense was that the 
plaintiff knew that defendant was in the 
real estate business, and before that was a 
clerk or teller in the Mechanics’ Bank, They 
knew he was not a grain dealer by voca- 
tion. He told them that he wanted to take 
a chance in wheat, but had no ready money 
and would have none for about thirty days. 
They asked him how much he wanted to 
lose, and he replied $250. They took the 
order and asked him to send them a check 
next day to which he demurred, having said 
he had no ready money. 

After quoting the statute declaring grain 
dealing without the intention of any delivery 
being made to be a crime and fixing the 
penaity for violation, Judge Klein proceeds 
about as follows: 

The plaintiffs contend that ag the defense 
set up in this case involves a violation of 
law for which puamment is provided, the 
violation must be proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt to make the defense good. This 
is a civil case and, although the statute 
makes it an offense even for a person to 
offer to contract for such a transaction, the 
rule in civil cases is that a preponderance of 
testimony shall be sufficient to establish 
either side. 


TENANTS MAY NOT MOVE. 


Efforts to Keep Insurance Men in 
Their Present Quarters. 


Whether or not the insurance agents 
along Third street will remove their offices 
to the Century building will depend on de- 
velopments at a meeting of the Merchants’ 
Exchange Real Estate Committee, to be

Underwriters who are tenants of the 
Merchants’ Exchange have been requested 
to attend the meeting.

WARRANTS FOR TEN MEN. 


Restaurant-Keepers and Game Dealers 
Flagrant Offenders Against the 
State for Years. 


The opening gun in what promises to 
prove a bitter war between the State Game 
and Fish Warden and the game and com- 
mission dealers of this city was fired Sat- 
urday, when Judge Robert Claiborne se- 
cured the issuance of ten warrants against 
alleged violators of the State game laws. 
The warrants were issued at the instance 
of State Warden Jesse Henry, who has re- 
tained Judge Claiborne to prosecute the 
cases. Judge Claiborne declares that the 

rosecution will be determined and’ unre- 
Seating. 
The object of the prosecutions is a desire 
on the part of Warden Henry to determine 
whether the game laws at present on the 
statute books can be enforced against com- 
mission men and restaurant keepers who 
-_ ~wiolate them. During the last four years 
the game dealers and restaurant keepers 
have enjoyed immunity from arrest and 

rosecution for a violation of the game 
jaws. This has had the effect of making 

them bolder every year, until at the present 
the exposure and sale of prohibit game 
birds and animals in the open market is as 
fi nt as if there were no legislative re- 
strictions on the subject at all. 

At the beginning of the present year the 
State Warden decided to take measures to 
compel a proper compliance with the State 
game laws on the part of the persistent 
Dorma He accordingly appointed four 

eputy wardens, to whom he issued in- 
structions to thoroughly canvass the city of 
St. Louis and procure evidence against all 
marties found violating the laws. These 
leputies, Capt. John Bull, Frank Smith, 
. ©. Lee and Henry Young, began their 
luties on Jan. 12, and have beeh unre- 
mitting:in their work ever since. The 
task of obtaining evidence against irdi- 
viduals who had sold prohibited game birds, 
animals and fish was easy, inasmuch as 
the open market has been glutted with 
game for weeks, and there is not the slight- 
est pretense on the part of the commission 
men and marketers at concealment. A 
‘stroll through the stalls of any of the pub- 
lic markets of the city, along Third street, 


-~@>and through the more pretentious butcher 
x shops will convince any observer of that 


act. 

In obtaining the necessary. evidence 
against restaurant keepers, the deputy war- 
dens worked in couples, and experienced 
+ ee the slightest difficulty in securing abun- 

ant proof that all the leading restaurant 
men were serving their patrons with the 
choicest game of the market at a season 
which prohibits its sale, or even its pos- 
session. So thoroughly have the deputies 
done their work that at present Warden

THE ANNUAL WAR 


ON BUCKET SHOPS. 


IT IS A LITTLE FIERCER THAN 
USUAL THIS YEAR. 


NEW YORK IS ON HER EAR, 


Chicago and St. Louis Mercantile 
| Bodies Expected to Join in 
Driving Out the Sinners. 


The reguier annual war against bucket- 
shops is on at the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and with the aid of the new law recently 
enacted someeof the members are deter- 
mined to exterminate their illegitimate 
rivals. No definite plan has been agreed 
upon, but evidence is being gathered 
against some of the offenders preparatory 
to a vigorous crusade. 

About this time each year, when business 
begins to get slack and bucket-shops are 
getting most of the trade, a wave of vir- 
tuous indignation sweeps over the country 
and a war against bucket-shops is the re- 
sult. This year the fight has been more de- 
termined, and the Chicago Board of Trade 
has expelled several prominent members 
for irregular trading. 

It has also promulgated strict rules for- 
bidding all kinds of irregular trading, but 
it still goes on. 

The New York Stock Exchange has also 
taken up the fight in earnest. ednesday 
afternoon the Board of Governors held a 
meeting and determined to wage a vigorous 
warfare against the bucket shops not only 
of New York, but of the entire country. 
The stock quotations which are now dis- 
tributed by the Gold and Stock Company by 
means of tickers will be held back. This 
will cripple the Consolidated Stock and Pe- 
troleum Exchange, which has been depeni- 
ing mainly upon the Stock Exchange quota- 
tions. The Board is trying to make an aily 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which controls the Gold and Stock Com- 
pany, but as it derives an enormous rev- 
enue from the bucket shops throughout the 
country, it has refused to join in the pro- 
posed attempt at reform. 

The Stock Exchange will try to prevent 
quotations from being sent out, but the 
Western Union will fall back upon its old 
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tounding. In every open market and stall 
throughout the city the carcasses of game 
birds and animals whose possession at this 
season is prohibited are daily exposed for 
sale, and can be purchased in dozen and 
hundred lots. There is not a restaurant of 


can not have their order for quail, 
chicken, venison or any other game -d 
cacy, filled without an instant’s hesitation 
or delay. 
‘“‘We propose to get after these ople 
with a vengeance and make them live up 
to the laws of the State. The penalty fora 
conviction on the charges we have named 
in the warrants is a fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than $100 for eve violation 
and as the sale or possession of each head 
of prohibited game constitutes a separate 
offense, the prosecution ts very likely to 
cost some of the offenders a pretty penny.” 
Among the game which the laws of 1895 
specify it shall be unlawful for any one to 
kill or sell or have in his possession be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Oct. 1 of each year, are 
prairie chicken, quail, plover, meadow lark, 
wild turkey, heasant, woodcock, turtle 
dove, any wild song bird or insectivorous 
bird, and deer. 
Among those dealers and restaurateurs 
who are charged with having violated the 
ae laws, and against whom pfrosecutions 
ave been begun, are the W. W. Judy Com- 
mission‘Co., J. Hagerty, Tony Faust, Frank 
Nagel, the proprietor of the Merchants’ 
restaurant, Milford and several others. ‘ 
In some of the leading restaurants of this 
city an attempt at concealment of the fact 
that game is served to patrons out of sca- 
son is made, but as a usual thing it is only 
a weak attempt, and if a customer insists 
upon having an order for game served un- 
der its proper title, he is accommodated 
without demur. In these places prairie 
chicken masquerades under the name of 
“young owl,” while the term “snow bird” 
on a menu covers a multitude of quail, reed 
birds and meadow larks. 

When Capé. Bull and his companions en- 
tered one of these restaurants in search of 
evidence of a violation of the law, a colloquy 
something like the following generally en- 
sued between the deputies and the waiter: 

Give us some quail,’’ the deputies would 
order. 

As a general thing the order was served 
without further parley, but as the dish was 
being placed on the table the waiter would 
say, ““This is a snowbird . You will find -it 
as tender and delicate as a quail.”’ 
‘But we don’t want snow bird, we want 
quail. If we can’t get it here, we'll go 
where we can.”’ 
x “Oh, well,” the waiter would reply, 
you'll find there is no difference between 
that and quail.

Should Judge Claiborne succeed in secur- 
ing convictions against the ten individuals 
nst whom warrants have been issued, he 
will immediately proceed against the re- 
maining 730 offenders. These are the first 
prosecutions instituted on this charge in 
this State in four years, and the outcome 
will be watched with the keenest interest 
by the game and commission men, and also 
by sportsmen throughout the State. 
The action of the State Warden was a 
great surprise to the commission men ard 
restaurateurs .of the city, who were in 
ignorance of the intention of the Warden 
until the warrants were issued. It is need- 
less to say that they will combine and em- 
ploy competent counsel to defend their in- 
terests. A conviction in the case of a 
number of the leading dealers and handlers 
of game will be a very costly experience.

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THE WATER-PIPE TRUST. 


DECISION IN ITS FAVOR. 


City Needs Supplies, the Monopoly 
Holds the Upper Hand, and the 
Public Gets Robbed. 


In the case of the United States against 
the Water Pipe Trust Judge C.D. Clark 
handed down a decision at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Friday in favor of the trust. 

He holds that it is a matter over which 
the States have jurisdiction. He says: 

“Federal authority exists only when a 
monopoly or contract in restraint of trade 
assumes such form or has such effect as 
to go beyond any common law conception of 
these terms and interferes directly and sub- 


stantially with interstate commerce or com- 
merce with foreign nations, and this it must 
do directly and not indirectly. I am unable 
to perceive that the act of Congress can be 
regarded as applicable to the association un- 
der consideration. 

“The purpose of the association and of the 
‘bonus’ feature was not to rob the public, 
but for the purpose of private gain.’ 

t. Louis was directly interest in the 
suit. One of the allegations on which it was 
brought was that this city had been robbed 
of .000 in a single transaction. 

If the case had been successful, suit would 
probably have been instituted to recover, 

The decision not only prevents such action, 
but places the a absolutely at the merc 
of the trust, which now may proceed to ro 
the taxpayers without fear of hindrance, 

In about two months the city of St. Louis 
will make another purchase of water pipes. 
About $79,000 of the people’s money wil 
spent unless precautions are taken to pre- 
vent it. The Water Pipe Trust, which has 
already robbed the people of about $50,000, 
will make another touch for a few thous- 
and. City officials say no precautions can 
or will be taken. 

The Board of Public Improvements at its 
last meeting recommend an ordinance to 
the Municipal Assembly empowering and 
authorizing the board to lay water dis- 
tribution pipes in various parts of the city 
for which petitions have been sue up for 
a year. The estimated cost is ,000. An ac- 
companying ordinance will authorize the 
purchase of the necessary pipes and valves, 
The limit of expenditure is fixed at $79,000. 

All the water-pipe makers within easy 
shipping distance of St. Louis belong to a 
trust, which was organized Dec. 28, 1894. 
Since that time St. Louis has been mulcted 
out of at least $50,000 and probably a great 
deal more, 

Outside of the trust companies, which 
are located at Cincinnati, Louisville, Besse- 
mer, Ala.; Anniston, Ala.; South Pittsburg, 
Tenn., and Chattanooga, the nearest com- 
pany is the Peninsular Car Works at De- 
troit. This company only manufactures 
water-pipe ais a side line, and it was only 
recently that President McMath learned it 
did so at all. He also learned that it fur- 
nished pipe to the city of Detroit at $18 a 
ton. The freight to St. Louig is about #4 a 
ton. They could therefore not deliver their 
product here for less than a ton. 

The next nearest independent company is 
the R. D. Wood Co. of Philadelphia. he 
best figure if can make is about $23 a ton, 
including freight charges. It is stated on 
good authority that the same pipe can be 
manufactured at a profit at Bessemer, Ala., 
at $15 a ton, and delivered here at $18 a ton. 
But the Bessemer company is in the trust. 

Representatives of the trust companies al- 
ways hold conferences before the letting of 
a large contract. The company which will 

ay the largest bonus to the others is al- 
owed to put in the lowest bid and get the 
contract. It is known what the pipe can be 
made for by the nearest independent com- 

titor and the freight charges to St. Louls, 

wo bids are prepared by the ee 
which is to get the contract, the first as hig 
as they dare to make it, the second just a 
little under the lowest possible bid of the in- 
dependent competitor. The office of the City 
Treasurer is watched up to the last hour for 
handing in bids. If no independent bidder 
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contrary he has held to true Wesleyan 
simplicity, but hig sermons have been re- 
markable for their soundness and untainted 
heey On March 1, his third year will 
have expired, but there is no doubt he would 
have been continued until the five year limit 
was reached had his health not failed. Dr. 
Williams’ retirement will leave to the Mis- 
souri Annual Conference, which meets in 
Nevada, March 10, one of the most import- 
ant pulpits in the city to fill. Union Church 
has a membership of 1,000, which number 
includes the most aristocratic families in 
that section of the city. It has the largest 
Methodist Episcopal congregation in St. 
Louis, and in point of minister’s salary 
ranks with Lindell Avenue church as the 
best paying charge in the State confer- 
ence. 

The pastoral remuneration is $3,500 a year, 
in addition to an elegantly furnished par- 
sonage. . 

Speculation is already rife as to Dr. Will- 
lams’ successor. Among those prominently 
mentioned are the Rev. Drs. W. J. Quail of 
Kansas City, F. W. Olden of Delaware, O.; 
Banks of Brooklyn, and P. A. Cool of Se- 
dalia. The selection in all probability will 
be either Dr. Quail or Dr. Banks. This, 
however, will not be definitely determined 
until conference meets. :
